Lord, in that he fought his Deftruction, while but New- 

ly Born. oblig’d his reputed Farher to retire with him into 

Feypt, for the fecurity of his Lit’, and frerficd 

~thoutand Infants to his Raging Jeaiouly, But the Divine 

Nemefis Expeditioufly puriu-d him , "Fitted his Body 

with io ftrange a Variety of the molt Tormenting Dt- 

fempers, that he became (as an Hiltorian Exprefles it ) 

1 Perfect of Incurable Difeafes. And thus, tho’ Xe, 

who had been Guilty of the Deaths of fo many Innocent 


Babes, cou’d Dye but Once, yer Death, to repair, as 


were, 10 Infufficient an Atconement, Diichare’d it’s whole 
Artillery at once. | 
An Herod Antipas ( Sonot Herod the Great) whote Aen 
ff War jet our Saviour atnought, was 6 Years arterwards 
depriv’d of his Dominions, and baanifhd to Lyons in 
Gaul, by Calignlathe Roman Emperor, as a Juft Judg- 
ment for the indignity he put upon our Lord, and his bar- 
barous treatment of Foon the whomhe bchcaded 
to pleafure his Inceftuous Wife. 
We hall not infiit uponthe Death of Futas, the Be 
trayer of our Lord, fince, tho’ he beas remarkablean In- 
flance asany, of Vindictive Juftice, yet he is too well 
known to ke any more than Mention’d. 7 
4. Pontius Pilate, Procurator of ‘fudea, who detiverd 
our Saviour to be Crucified out of fear of his Matter’s 
Jealoufy, was Degraded from his Dignity by Tiberius, 
and bannifh d by Caligult to Fiennt in Gaul Ca City not 
far from Lyons ) where he executed Divine Vengeance 
upon himielf the fame Year, wherein Hered was 
—nith’d to the foremention d Lyons. 

Gaiaphas the High-Prielt, who was one of the Un- 
uf Judges of our Lord, was not only Judg/d himielt, 
but Depos’d a}io, about three Years afterwards, by 
tellius Governor ot Syriz. ts iikewtle thougit, foon 


after his Difprace, to have Violently Dilpatch’d himieli. 


6. Asthe Fews Haled our Saviour from Caiaphas to 
Pilate, They theimielves were Haled from to 
mon, the Principal of the two Factions in Feru/alem, and 
Inhumanly treated at Their Tribunals. 

7. As they were fo ready to cry out, his Blood be on 
Us and our Children, to they felt the feverity of the own 
Imprecation, and Entat!d a Perpetual Curfe them- 
felves, fince their own Hittorians, Philo and Folephuc, 
enumerate the teveral Caljamities, they tuerd, by fuc- 
ceflive Romen Governors, namely, by filate, Perroneus, 
Cumanus, Feftus, Aloinus, and Efpecially Zine, who de.

his Head with a Paper-Crown, encompats’d his Body with 
1 Mat to reprefent a Robe of State, environ’d him with 
young Men with Poles on their Shoulders inffead ot 
Guards, and him with the Title of or 
Lord. Aad this (dignity was put upon the Jowsh 
King, not by Chriftians, but by Heathens, who were 
as Averie to the Chriftians as to the Jews the. mfelves.
